the meanwhile the track team has 
suffered in consequence of the de- 
lay. The team needs, and vitally 
needs, a coach, who can look after 
the men and get them into shape 
for there contests. Without such a 
man any team, no matter how g^d, 
is fearfuly handicapped. The man- 
agement of the team has an option 
on a good and heady coach’s ser- 
vices, a reasonable option. But 
what can be done? They must sit 
idle and wait for the council to 
meet, because there is no one dele- 
gated with sufficient authority to 
tell them to go ahead and get the 
coach and the council will back 
I them. The trophy cup and cham- 
pionship of the South were lost at 
)Richmond, directly through lack 
of a coach. With an experienced 
man to look after their interests 
there were innumerable ways in 
which we could have secured a suf- 
ficient number of points to have 
snowed Virginia . under. But no 
such man was there, and we lost. 
On the 23d of this month we have 
this most important race with Vir- 
ginia, which we must win. Are 
we making any extra preparation? 
No. A good coach from now until 
the night of the race would in- 
sure us a fifty per cent better chance 
of winning. But what can be done. 
The council may meet to-morrow 
or it may not meet for a month. „ 
And without their assistance the 
management’s hands are tied. The 
championship two-mile relay team 
of the South, ran in Baltimore in an 
assortment of variegated suits, 
against a crack northern team, be- 
cause the management couldn’t af- 
ford to equip them with regulation 
suits. What sort of an impression 
do you suppose the men made un- 
der such circumstances? Well, 
enough has been said. In closing, it 
may be remarked that the track 
team has an excellent program 
mapped out for it, if it exists long 
enough to fill it. That is doubtful, 
unless something is done in the im- 
mediate future. Let us hope that 
the council will give up its dilatory 
tactics and get together on some 
definite action in this matter. The 
crucial point has been reache^. A 
track team is inevitable in any large 
university, and the time has come 
to jump in with both feet and take 
a leading part from the start in the 
track athletics of the South. 

G. W. U. LOSES BY ONE POINT. ‘ 

The following is taken from a 
local paper; In a fast and clean 
game, Virginia defeated the basket- 
ball team from George Washing- 
ton University to-night on the Fay- 


erweather gymnasium floor by the 
close score of 18 to 17. 

George Washington started off 
with a rush, and before Virginia 
had settled down Eichelberg, the 
left forward for the Hatchetites, 
had landed two goals from the floor 
and Rice had tossed the ball in the 
net after two fouls had been called 
on Virginia. The local players then 
took a brace and the first half ended 
with the score standing 11 to 11. 

A fast pace was set at the o^ien- 
ing of the second half, but it was 
several minutes before a score was 
made. Then first one side and the 
other counted.
